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Village green status bid for Shoebury Common 


THOUSANDS of Shoeburyness resi¬ 
dents are waiting to hear whether an 
application for village green status has 
been agreed. 

More than 2,500 people have pledged 
their support in favour of making 
Shoebury Common a public space pro¬ 
tected by law. 

The application for village green sta¬ 
tus is the only one ever to have been 
received by Southend Council. 

Spearheading the campaign for village 
green status, Peter Lovett told the Z4: “I 
am extremely passionate about getting 
village green status here. 

“I used to play here as a boy, it was out 
the back gate and on to the common 
where there were boating lakes and a 
mini golf course - it was lovely. 

“Then I went to work and didn’t use it 
as much. 

“But now things have come full circle 


and I use it again with my grandchildren.” 

The land was originally given to the 
people by Curnel Burgess under the 
Commons Act in 1895. 

Owner of Uncle Tom’s Cabin on 
Shoebury beach, Peter Grubb, said the 
application stood a good chance. 

He said any application had to prove the 
site had been used by people for pleasure 
and gatherings for at least 20 years. 

He said: “That’s the easy bit, we have 
certainly done that.” 

The Southend Beach Hut Owners’ 

Association said it did not want village 
green status because it would mean mem¬ 
bers would face parking restrictions. 

The residents will have to wait for 
another month for a verdict from 
Southend Council. 

The council had to appoint an inde¬

Private security plan after neighbourhood policing cuts

A SOUTHEND councillor wants 
residents’ views on beefing up 
neighbourhood security with pri¬ 
vate firms in addition to police. 

St Luke’s ward Independent coun¬ 
cillor Brian Ayling said he wants to 


know if families would pay around 
5 Op a week for a security company 
to provide a rapid response to the 
first sign of trouble. 

Cllr Ayling’s idea comes in the 
wake of Essex Police and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston’s plans 
to slash neighbourhood policing. 

Cllr Ayling said: “I want to know 


if a definite response was guaran¬ 
teed, within minutes, how many 
families in Southend would be pre¬ 
pared to pay a very small sum for 
this service. 

“At the moment, we cannot be sure 
a 999 call will get an urgent response. 

“Cllr Paul Van Looy and I trialled a 
scheme like this last summer in 


Temple Court and Sutton Court 
high-rise blocks in my ward as they 
were being used for drug dealing, 
and it was a resounding success. 

“Since then. I’ve had so many 
people saying they were delighted 
to be able to call someone and get 
an immediate response.”

ATTEMPTS at directing patients 
away from Southend Hospital’s 
A«&:E department have failed 
according to NHS chiefs. 

The department sees almost 
2,500 patients with minor 
ailments each month despite 
attempts to redirect patients to 
other medical outlets. 

NHS chiefs want to relocate 
A«&:E alternatives such as walk in 
centres to the hospital site, rather 
than away from it. 

NHS Southend Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) 
examined the way St Luke’s walk 
in service Pantile Avenue, was 
used and said the findings reflect 
a national picture. 

Melanie Craig, NHS Southend 
CCG chief officer said: “This new 
service will focus on patients who 
attend A«&:E with an urgent minor 
ailment or condition that can be 
seen by a GP or nurse to free up 
capacity in A«&:E.” 

YOUNGSTERS between 13 and 
17 who are interested in policing 
can join a new Southend scheme.

Summertime blues for 


homeless 

A shortage in food donations and an increase in destitute teens 
forced to camp on the ciiffs are just two probiems facing iocai 
charities, as SUZi MUSTON reports 

A CENTRE that helps the homeless get back on their feet need food dona¬ 
tions. 

The Homeless Action Resource Project, Harp, in York Road, Southend, 
provides food, shelter, vocational training, medical facilities and coun¬ 
selling for addictions to alchohol and drugs. 

Manager Gary Turner told the YA, food donations were prone to “sea¬ 
sonal fluctuations”. He said: “This time of year is a quiet period and dona¬ 
tions are low. Normally the best time for us is harvest festival and 
Christmas. 

“Right now people are thinking about their summer holidays and chil¬ 
dren are breaking up from school so families have a lot on. 

“At the moment the shed we keep our food in has a lot of empty shelves. 

“We need fruit and vegetables, which we can freeze, so that people get 
the right kind of vitamins and minerals. 

“We also need other staples such as pies and beans and not really the 
things people have at the back of their cupboard such as anchovies!” 

Although Harp is not a soup kitchen, food is used as an incentive get 
people into use their services. 

Mr Turner added: “If people have not had a good meal or their lifestyle 



has not been very healthy, a good meal can be very beneficial in lots of 
ways. Food is a great incentive to get people in through the door, but we 
really need some donations right now.” 


If you can spare a tin or two, then either call Harp on 01702 430696 or 
drop it off at their premises at 103-107 York Rd, Southend-on-Sea. 

The soup kitchen, Soup4Southend said 
they too had seen an increase in the number 
of people under 35 using their service from 
around 10 to at least 50. 

Homeless Action Resource Project, (Harp) 
said it too had seen an increase in numbers. 

It said homeless people cannot get benefits 
because they don’t have homes and they 
can’t get homes as they don’t get benefits. 

Harp will be opening a refurbished hostel 
on Thursday. For details see next week’s YA. 

A spokesman for Southend Council said: 
“The council only passes on benefits from 
the Government.” 


Teens on the cliffs is 
increasing problem 

HOMELESS charities across Southend have 
seen an increase in the number of teenagers 
using their services. 

The YA spotted scores of colourful tents, 
thought to be day-trippers, pitched on the 
cliffs near the seafront, but discovered that 
they are being lived in by homeless people. 

One of the charities helping the homeless is 
the Storehouse charity in Coleman Street. 

Manager Rob Carvosso said part of the 


reason for the increase in youngsters using 
the service was due to government changes 
in housing benefit for single people. 

He said: “Youngsters are falling through 
the gaps. We are already seeing the impact 
of housing benefit cuts for single people. 

“If people can’t prove they have applied 
for work their benefits are stopped so they 
come to us for food. 

“There has been an increase in this age 
group as well as men in their mid forties. 

“A lot of people just come to the end of the 
road with their mental health and don’t wish 
to engage with the services and the system.”

Memoiy garden 
gates are open

A GARDEN designed to help people living with 
dementia is open for the summer season. 

The site at St Martin’s care home, Imperial 
Avenue, Westcliff was designed to help trigger 
memories and stimulate the senses with floral 
fragrances and colours. 

It was created using research from the King’s 
Fund health charity which examines how sights 
and sounds can activate the long term memory. 

The garden also includes a yellow path in a fig¬ 
ure of eight, a bus stop and a postbox. 

It was designed by Chelsea Gold medal win¬ 
ner, Sean Butler, who created the “walkway to a 
long-life dementia garden”. 

He was given a helping hand from staff and 
residents at the care home. 

Manager Jackie Lim said the residents loved 
smelling the flowers, listening to the birds and 
identifying them using a wildlife board. 

Jackie said: “We have tables, chairs, seated 
areas for wheelchair users. 

“It’s great for the residents visiting because it 
really is like coming to a cafe, it is not at all 
depressing. 

“The bus stop is useful because it reminds peo¬ 
ple of their past and triggers memories. One lady 
loves it because her husband was a bus driver. 

“The figure eight pathway was created in yel¬ 
low because yellow is the last colour to go.” 

Jackie said the residents liked to see other 
members of the community use the garden. 

She added: “Various groups such as the 
Alzheimer’s Society come here and use the gar¬ 
den. 

“It’s nice because the garden is for the commu¬ 
nity to use. The more people who use the garden

the better, it’s more for our clients to look at.” 
The garden was created last year after Southend’s 
Darby and Joan Club and Southend Council 
applied for £270,000 funding to the Department 
of Health. 

Research by the King’s Fund shows 40 per cent 
of people over 65 in general hospitals will be liv¬ 
ing with dementia and most living in care homes 
have dementia or cognitive problems. 

The garden is open to visitors on the third 
Thursday of the month from l-4pm (appoint¬ 
ment only.) Refreshments can be provided. If

Police unit warns 
‘treasure hunters’ 


PEOPLE who use metal detec¬ 
tors to search for historic trea¬ 
sures are to be targeted by Essex 
Police from this week. 

Operation Chronos will 
employ a specialist unit to work 
with Historic England and oth¬ 
ers to urge land owners to report 
the practice, known as 
‘nighthawking’. 

This is where people go on to 
farmland, archaeological sites 
and other areas of interest to 


find and remove coins and other 
artefacts without permission. 

Essex Police said the practice 
can ‘damage farmland, disturb 
wildlife and destroy archaeo¬ 
logical sites’. 

Nighthawkers will enter land 
usually at night. Finds removed 
by them whilst trespassing may 
amount to theft, and can lead to 
historic data being lost for good. 

Assistant chief constable 
Julia Wortley, Essex Police, 


lead on territorial policing, 
said she would work to crack 
down on thieves. She warned: 
“So-called nighthawkers 
might think they’re no differ¬ 
ent to people who go metal¬ 
detecting for a hobby. But their 
actions damage the country¬ 
side, threaten our heritage and 
lead to the loss of important 
and invaluable national arte¬ 
facts simply to satisfy the greed 
of a small group of criminals.”

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Police chief quits for famiiy

POLICE Commissioner Nick Alston is retiring 
from public office - to focus on his singing. 

The Tory police and crime boss for Essex 
announced at a press conference on Tuesday that 
he would step down next May without seeking a 
second term in office. 

In an exclusive interview with the YA after the 
announcement, Mr Alston, 64, said he took three 
months to decide he would not stand for re-elec¬ 


tion, but did so in order to hone other skills, 
including music, and spending more time with 
his family. 

He claimed the commissioner role, which he 
was the first to be elected to in Essex in 
November 2012, did not provide a good work- 
life balance and he had little opportunity to 
indulge hobbies. 

He said: “I found it a really difficult decision to 
take. I said originally I would take the decision 
by Easter but I didn’t. It was June. 

“It’s not to do with the job. I had cancer back in 


2009 and as far as I’m concerned I’m free of can¬ 
cer, but when you go through a critical illness 
you have to think really hard about the future. 

“The family actually are a really important fac¬ 
tor. Being able to look after the kids is important 
for me. I’ve worked for 40 years and those things 
do matter. And I have lots of other interests. I’m 
on the board of Broomfield Hospital. 

“There are various things I care about. I’m very 
involved with church life. I run a musical chari¬ 
ty. I sing. I’ve got other skills. I'm quite good at 
singing. So I don't have a chance to use those tal-

Beat bobbies row 


Security idea ‘to aid police’ 


POLICE and crime commissioner for Essex 
Nick Alston was wrong to say bobbies on the 
beat have no place in the force, according to a 
local councillor. 

Independent Councillor Brian Ayling, of St 
Luke’s ward, Southen^ said visible police offi¬ 
cers were a vital tool in combatting crime. 

Mr Alston made the comments during an 
announcement he was to stand down next year 
as the county’s police and crime commissioner. 
Mr Alston said “bobbies on the beat were a lux¬ 
ury the UK could no longer afford.” 

Mr Alston, chairman of the Association of 
Police and Crime Commissioners, insists bob¬ 
bies impact on slashing crime figures was 
“completely unproven”. 

Councillor Ayling said the comments were 


thoughtless. He said: “Sometimes, these people 
at the top have no idea of what happens on the 
ground. It has been proven that even PCSO’s 
have a real role in identifying local crime prob¬ 
lems and bobbies on the beat has worked for 
more than 100 years.” 

Shadow policing minister. Jack Dromey, told 
told the YA that community police were more 
crucial now than ever before. 

He said; “It would be utterly mad to take away 
neighbourhood policing. These are dangerous 
times with terrorism posting a real threat.” 

National Police Chiefs’ Lead on Local 
Policing, Chief Constable Simon Cole, insisted 
that focussed, local problem-solving worked.

Cllr Ayling asked Nick Alston 
if he had any objection to the 
authority providing a security 
service. 

Cllr Ayling said: “He said he 
did not object at all. I’ve got it 
all in writing. 

“This won't be easy to get off 
the ground, but it’s something 
we need to think about. 

“Nick Alston wants to 
increase council tax to pay for 
better policing but I am afraid 
the money will go to maintain 
highly paid police upper man¬ 
agement and not for personnnel 


on the ground.”Last week Essex 
Police received around 750 
emergency calls to 999 and 
around 1,000 to its 101 number 
each day. 

Although Southend district 
commander. Chief Inspector 
Simon Anslow did not wish to 
be drawn on the issue of extra 
policing, he did say he “under¬ 
stood the distress that people 
can feel when they sometimes 
have to wait for a response”. 

He added: “We have a limited 
number of officers and they 
must focus on the issues that 
present the greatest risk to peo¬ 


ple. We are being proactive in 
our policing of gang-related 
drug dealing, in our efforts to 
prevent violence during our 
night time economy, in prevent¬ 
ing domestic abuse and in iden¬ 
tifying children at risk of sexu¬ 
al exploitation. 

“This is where I will continue 
to prioritise my officers' timand 
we will get to them but 
inevitably the most serious 
threats to people must be dealt 
with first.”

A. From the wording of 
your question, I’m 
guessing that you are 
looking to sell pretty 
soon - in which case, 
the short answer is No! 

There are two main 
reasons for this: 1) you 
won’t recover the full cost when you sell, 
and 2) whatever the solar companies may 
tell you, a lot of people simply don’t like the 
look of them! 

First, the cost. It is an unwritten law of the 
property market that if you are looking to 
sell, it is simply not worth investing in any 
costly home improvements. Spending, say, 
£20,000 on a new roof or double glazing 
does not suddenly make your home worth 
£20,000 more than it was. 

That’s all very well, you might argue. But 
solar panels are different, surely? After all, 
what about all these schemes that offer 
free panels? 

Well, as it happens, those very schemes 
are a persistent source of concern to the 
property industry - particularly the RIGS,

the Law Society and the 
Council of Mortgage 
Lenders. By signing up 
to one of them, you may 
not only have unwittingly 
violated the terms of your 
own mortgage 

agreement, but actually 
made your home less 
saleable to boot! Why is 
that? Basically because 
potential buyers and 
lenders alike tend to take 
a rather dim view of 
properties where 

someone else effectively 
owns the roof! Besides, 
many buyers simply 
won’t like the idea of 
being tied into a contract 
that you chose to sign. 
As for my claim that a lot 
of people simply don’t 
like solar panels, all I can say is that I 
encounter that view all the time - and so 
does every other estate agent I know. Sure, 
it’s a matter of personal taste, and perhaps 
a time may come when those who find 
solar panels all over the roof aesthetically 
pleasing are in a majority. But at the 
moment, they aren’t. Besides, just think. If 
you are really serious about selling your 
home, why run the risk of alienating as 
many prospective buyers as you attract - if 
not more? 

So, my advice is this. If you’re staying put 
for a few years, and the prospect of 
enjoying cheaper electricity for that time is 
sufficiently attractive, then go ahead - as 
long as you are able to buy the system 
outright. But, if you’re planning to sell, I 
would definitely save your money!

S TRICTLY star Craig Revel Norwood likes nothing bet¬ 
ter than playing the bad guy - or girl - and his 
next appearanoe at the Cliffs Pavilion looks to 
be equally as evil. 

Baok in 2013, the star of television and stage donned a dress 
and hit the Southend theatre's stage as the Wioked Queen in 
Sleeping Beauty. Fast forward more than 18 months and he is now 
perfeoting his wig, heels, dress and make-up to play the role of another 
nasty lady, Miss Hannigan, in the new produotion of Annie. 

Talking just before the show's debut at the Theatre Royal in 
Newoastle earlier this month, Craig said: “I'm very nervous today, 
we haven't tried the make-up yet. 

“It's been a bit of a slog learning the American 
accent, but I'm sure it will all be fine. 

“I love playing villains, they are much more 
interesting. This role is quite different, she's an 
alcoholic who hates children. I can't come out 
of character like I can in other characters. It's 
much more interesting playing the villain and 
much more fun.” 

But playing a female role and learning a New 
York accent have not been the only challenges 
of his latest role as Craig and his fellow cast 
members and production team have had to 
work with three different groups of children 
who will be joining them on stage at different 
locations across the country. 

“We have had a month’s rehearsals with 
three sets of children and three Annies, so 
we have had to do things three times," says 
Craig. “They all act differently so you have 
to act differently too. 

“It was quite daunting on the first day as 
everyone was there including all the chil¬ 
dren, and we had to do a read through 
and I felt really nervous. 

“You get to know all the child actors and 
they act fantastically. They say never work 
with children and dogs, well just the one 
dog. The dog is called Amber but she 
has learnt to respond to Sandy. The dog 
is doing really well, she's so well trained.” 

This new production, which has 
begun a year-long tour and will be at the 
Cliffs Pavilion, Southend, from Monday to 
Saturday, August 3-8, brings the story of 
Annie to life once again. Set in 1930s New 
York during The Great Depression, brave 
young Annie is forced to live a life of misery 
and torment at Miss Hannigan’s orphanage.

PrimeTime film review 


Ahead of the rest 



INSIDE OUT (U, 102 mins) 

D espite gargantuan 
advances in medical 
science, we still don't 
fully understand the complex¬ 
ities of the human brain: its 
ability to prooess vast quanti¬ 
ties of information, solve 
problems and store memo¬ 
ries at speeds that put super- 
oomputers to shame. 

Pixar Animation Studios, 
the wizards who oonjured 
the Toy Story trilogy, oon- 
template the vagaries of 
neuropsyohology with this 
visually stunning and emo¬ 
tionally rioh comedy, which 
unfolds predominantly inside 
the head of a little girl. 

This high-brow concept 
doesn't seem like the most 
accessible subject matter 
for a family-oriented com¬ 
puter animation. 

But directors Pete Docter 
and Ronaldo Del Carmen ele¬ 
gantly tilt their film at the wind¬ 
mills of the mind and deliver a 
hilarious, heartfelt and ulti¬ 
mately life-affirming adventure 
that celebrates childhood 
innocence, family unity and 
the power of the human spirit 
to overcome adversity. 

Laughter and tears 
abound, as well as cute 
visual gags, ensuring par¬ 
ents will be repeatedly dab¬ 
bing their eyes while chil¬ 
dren whoop and gurgle with 
glee at the slapstick and rol¬ 
licking action sequences. 


A mother (voiced by Diane 
Lane) and father (Kyle 
MacLachlan) welcome a 
baby girl called Riley (Kaitlyn 
Dias) into the world. 

From the moment she 
opens her eyes, Riley's 
mood is shaped by five 
coloured emotions - golden 
Joy (Amy Poehler), blue 
Sadness (Phyllis Smith), pur¬ 
ple Fear (Bill Hader), red 
Anger (Lewis Black) and 
green Disgust (Mindy 
Kaling) - which bicker 
behind a large control desk. 

Joy is the dominant emo¬ 
tion in Headquarters and 
she safeguards Riley's 
memories, which are stored 
as glowing orbs, tinged with 
the colour of the emotion 
that prevailed at the time. 

When Riley turns 11, her 
parents relocate from 
Minnesota to San Francisco. 

Traumatic events such as 
a first day at a new school 
nudge Sadness to the fore. 

Following an altercation, 
sworn rivals Joy and 
Sadness are expelled from 


Headquarters and find 
themselves stranded in the 
labyrinth of Riley's long-term 
memories. 

Aided by Riley's imaginary 
friend Bing Bong (Richard 
Kind), Joy and Sadness blaze 
a haphazard trail on the 
chugging train of thought 
back to Fear, Anger and 
Disgust, who have been left in 
charge of Headquarters, with 
disastrous consequences. 

Inside Out is Pixar's best 
film since the holy trilogy of 
WALL-E, Up and Toy Story 3. 

The screenplay glisters 
with imagination, wit and 
invention, delivering guffaws 
with detours into the heads 
of Riley's parents as they 
attempt to deal with her pre- 
teenage rebellion. 

Vocal performances are 
note perfect, led by 
Poehler's exuberant portray¬ 
al of Joy and Smith's sin¬ 
cere embodiment of 
Sadness as the film reaches 
its exquisite conclusion.

Determined to find her real parents, her 
luck changes when she is chosen to spend 
Christmas at the residence of famous billion¬ 
aire, Oliver Warbucks. But spiteful Miss 
Hannigan has other ideas and hatches a 
plan to spoil Annie’s search. 

While this stunning new production 
includes the unforgettable songs Hard 
Knock Life, Easy Street, I Don’t Need 
Anything But You and Tomorrow, how true 
is it to the original? 

Craig explains: “It sort of is but the them¬ 
ing is very modern with a different take on it, 
which leaves a lot of room for actors to act, 
and the set’s fantastic. It’s basically a jigsaw 
of Annie’s life being put together. It’s going 
to be a really wonderful set to work in. 

“The show plays really well, we’ve got a 
great band and fantastic singers. 

“The show is a great way to introduce chil¬ 
dren to the theatre.” 

Craig believes that the story of Annie has 
stood the test of time because it is a “clas¬ 
sic piece of writing”. 

He adds: “It’s set in 1933 just out of the 
depression in New York and prohibition and in 
these times of austerity it is exactly the same. 

"Kids being fostered and adopted, they are 
a part of history of that all over the world.” 

Craig says he hasn't toured since Cats in 
1989 so whether he likes touring nowadays or 
not he adds: “I’ll let you know at the end of it. 
I’m very excited about Annie and playing 
Miss Hannigan. 

“I am excited about going around places. 
We spend a week in each place, sometimes 
two, so we will be able to settle in a bit.” 

One of the places he is looking for to 
spending some time in is Southend. 

“I cannot wait and I’m staying in a beautiful 
place,” he says. “I really love it there, it’s so 
beautiful. I’m normally there in the winter so 
it will be different to be coming down in the 
summer. It’s going to be quite a nice thing to 
have a summer experience there. 

“Its a great theatre and always puts on 


great shows. We always have a ball.” 

While Craig is probably best known as a 
judge on BBC One’s Strictly Come Dancing, 
theatregoers will also know him from many 
West End appearances including 
Munkustrap in Cats at the New London 
Theatre, Harry in Crazy for You at the Prince 
Edward Theatre which took him to the US 
and Germany before re-creating the show 
for Susan Stroman in South Africa. 

Other theatre credits in his native Australia 
include West Side Story, the Australian and 
New Zealand tour of The Danny La Rue 
Show; La Cage aux Folles, Me and My Girl 
and Norman in the hit comedy play Ladies 
Night. 

But while Craig is no stranger to the stage, 
he admits to getting nervous. 

“Unfortunately when you first do a role you 
always feel like that,” he says. “It’s live and 
you never know what's going to happen. It's 
live and that's what I love.” 

So, what with playing Miss Hannigan in 
Annie, his role as judge on Strictly Come 
Dancing, appearing in panto later this year 
and directing a new musical called Pieces of 
String, and choreographing a new show in 
Berlin next year, how on earth does the 
“fab-u-lous” Craig fit it all in? 

“You just have to be really focused and 
enjoy what you do, if you didn’t enjoy it, it 
would be awful,” he says. “It’s just a matter 
of focusing and getting on with it.” 

“I've been very lucky in my career. Part of 
it is luck and being in the right place at the 
right time and having the talent. 

“I put my money where my mouth is. I 
don’t sit there thinking the rest of my life is 
fine. I’ve been directing and choreographing 
for the past 20 years. I’m used to it, that’s 
what I’m saying. I’m used to wearing heels 
and frocks.”

Verso is bright star in family market

TOYOTA rarely puts a foot wrong in the evo¬ 
lution of its produots, a oase proven with its 
Verso model. 

This oompaot MPV is designed and engi¬ 
neered in Europe and joins the Auris in 
Toyota’s renewed drive forwards in the highly 
oompetitive oompaot/family ear market. 

It is in this area that oustomer demands are 
at their most intense. Rest on your laurels 
here and things get very gloomy indeed. 

But the latest Verso is one of the bright 
stars. 

As with eaoh previous generation of the 
model, it has been tailored to meet the 
inoreasingly varied requirements of ous- 
tomers. 

Sinoe the original Verso was launohed in 
2002, more than 700,000 have been sold in 
Europe, and in the UK the total is in exoess 
of 52,000. 

This model majors on fundamental quality, 
durability, reliability and value for money. 

A spaoious interior within oompaot exterior 
dimensions is the order of the day with 
Toyota’s Easy Flat folding rear seat system to 
provide the versatility demanded of a vehiole 
in this oategory. There are three engine 
options, 1.6 and 1.8 petrol and a 1.6 diesel. 

This oar, a 1.6 ValveMatio petrol weighed in 
at £20,300 and was a very smooth per¬ 


former for what is the entry power option. 

With 115mph on tap and a 0-62mph sprint 
of 11.7 seoonds it is no slouoh as a family 
oar but top marks have to go to the engine 
and six-speed manual gearbox oombination 
whioh delivers a silky driving experienoe.

View and Panoramio, a first from a high-vol¬ 
ume manufaoturer.

PAYET BRACE 
SINKS BLUES

Southend 2 West Ham 3 
Brian Jeeves reporting from 
Roots Hall Stadium 

FRENCH international Dimitri 
Payet bagged an impressive brace as 
West Ham United edged out 
Southend United in what was an 
entertaining Roots Hall run-out. 

With a local feelgood factor sur¬ 
rounding Phil Brown’s Shrimpers, 
there was a bumper crowd at Roots 
Hall for what is always an eagerly 
anticipated pre-season fixture.
